When War Ended 
Larger Than Britain’s 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. 

N the dav that the armistice 
( Das signed the American 

army on the western front 
was second in strength only to 
that of France itself. Figures 
made public today by Gen. March 
showed that on Noy. 11 the 
United States was represented on 
the western front by 1,950,100 
men. France, on Nov. 1, the last 
date for which figures were 
availahle, had 2,559,000. The 
British and the Portuguese at- 
tached to the British army to- 
taled 1,718,000, while the Bel- 
gian and Italian forces on the 
western front aggregated about 
“00.000. 

These totals are all based upon 
what is termed the ‘ration 
strength.” This includes every 
soldier who has to be fed. both 
combatants and the necessary 
medical and supply organiza- 
tions. 

Gen. March again today gave 
comparative demobilization to- 
tals for the United States and 
British armies. Up to Jan. 24 
the United States had actually 
discharged 57,366 officers and 
858,117 men. The British, on 
Jan. 11, had discharged 12.759 
officers and 611,950 men. The 
total ordered for discharge in 
this country now is 1,300,900.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—"“It was 
a hell of a fine battle!’ Thus Capt.” 
Gunther Meier of St. Louis summed 
itall up.. He Sat up in bed, grinning

object to the wound so much as to 
the fact that he received it two days 
after the battle of the Argonne For- 
est began and so was prevented from 
“carrying on” through the remain- 
ing four days of the 35th Division's 
participation. 
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Maj. Joseph J. Koch, also of St. 
Louis, also wounded at the Argonne, | 
has an even greater grievance against | 
his left leg. It stopped two machine | 
gun bullets just an hour after he! 
went over the top. | 

“My only criticism of the war,’ | 
gaid Maj. Koch, “‘is that I didn’t get | 
to see enough of the Argonne show.” | 

The two officers, who returned 
from the front this month, came to 
Washington together yesterday to 
enter Walter Reed Hospital. Each 
wears a gold service stripe and a 
wound stripe and in each case the 
wound is in the left leg below the 
knee. 

Maj. Koch, for many years an of- 
ficer in the First Missouri Infantry, 
quit his job as manager of the stock 
and shipping department of the 
Coast Products Company, St. Louis, 
to go to war. At the Argonne bat- 
tle he commanded the Third Battal- 
jon of the 137th Infantry, made up 
from the old first arfd second Kansas 
National Guard Regiments. This was 
one of the assault battalions that ini- 
tiated the Argonne fighting. 

Was With 138th. 

Capt. Meier is of D Company, 
128th (St. Louis) Infantry. He went 
into action in command of the sec- 
ond battalion of that regiment. Capt. 
Meier is vice president of the Meier 
Dental and Surgical Manufacturing 
Co. in St. Louis and resides at 718 
Carpenter place. 

Being still in the service neither 
officer would discuss the charges 
made by Gov. Allen of Kansas tht 
the Thirty-fifth Division was inade- 
quately supported by artillery and 
airplanes at the Argonne. 

“TIT can only speak of what I know 
from my own experience in the bat- 
tle,” said Maj. Koch. ‘“‘The standing 
barrage in front of my battalion was 
good and the rolling barrage was 
good while I was in the action. 

“In that hour the battalion took 
60 German prisoners. I,had expected 
to hear them yell ‘kamerad,’ but in- 
stead they shouted ‘Vive la repub- 
lique.”

PARIS, Jan. 24.—‘‘Either Wilhelm 
II will be tried by a court of na- 
tions, or else the society of nations 
will be but vain words.” 

Under this heading Le Matin prints 
two columns of interviews, granted 
its correspondents by prominent 
Frenchmen, which show the divere- 
ence of views concerning the former 
Kaiser’s fate and his responsibility 
for the war. 


Among those who expressed their 


opinions concerning the former Kali- 
ser are two Socialists. It is note- 
worthy how their ideas vary from 
those of other Frenchmen. These 
men, Albert Thomas, leader of the 
Socialist party, and Marcel Sembat, 
Socialist Deputy for Paris, are open- 
ly opposed to having the former 
Kaiser tried by a society of nations 
composed of belligerent countries. 

Sembat, though he approves of the 
idea that William should be tried by 
an international tribunal, wants such 
a tribunal to be an impartial and 
neutral one. But he hopes the Ger- 
man people will try their former 
Kaiser or else sink with him in shar- 
ing responsibility for the war. 

Thomas, remarking upon the mor- 
al satisfaction of those who have 
suffered will feel at the punishment 
of the “criminal Emperor” fears the 
jurists will put forward a principle 
of retroactive effect. Le Matin has 
put forward a difficult test case for 
the society of nations, though the 
French public and press are unani- 
mous in demanding that the former 
Faiser be handed over to the allies 
for trial.
